How Canadians Do It. 


'T^HAT the lumber industry in British Columbia is ex- 
1 JL periencing a phenomenal boom is good news; but 
still more gratifying is it that while the sawmills ai~e 
working overtime cutting timber for shipment to all parts 
of the world foresters are on guard to see that the wood- 
lands of the province are not recklessly devastated. 


For the first time in the history of lumbering 
in 


North America conservation is being practiced 
while 


there is still time to make it effective. 
It is true that con- 


servation of timber resources is also "being practiced in 
Alaska, but the situation there is somewhat different from 
"what it is in British Columbia. In the Canadian province 
lumbering is an important business while in Alaska the 
forests are in the posession of the government and there 
has been comparatively little cutting of the timber. 


The lumbermen of British Columbia are treating the 


forests as a crop, which, after having been harvested, is 
to be replanted. 
Heretofore lumbermen have handled 


the forests as if they were a mine; they took the position 
that the timber should be removed as quickly as possible, 
just as one removes the minerals from a mine with the 
least delay, and that once the woodland was exhausted 
of its tree growth its usefulness as a producer of timber 
was over. 
The consequence of this practice has been 


that forest lands have been swept bare and the saw-mills 
dependent on them have gone out of business.

Indeed, the most common of all the 


ailments is about as little understood as any other 
of the. human diseases. 


In a sense, a cold is not unlike an attack of

asthma, of hives or of eczema. The symptoms are the outward and 
visible signs due to some internal disturbance. 


One of the meanest and most uncomfortable fornir. of cold is 


called "pharyngitis." 
The throat« 


feels rough and irritated. There may 
be a constant desire to clear the 
throat or to swallow. 
Then the 
throat feels raw and scraped, as it 
the membrane had been torn otf 
and salt rubbed in. 
The first' night you can't sleep 
because of the annoying irritation in 
the throat, and tho second night you 
are kept awake by the pain.

Your stomach "gets out of order." 
That is, you overeat, or else you eat 
a. lot of indigestible and unsuitable 
food. 
The bowels are neglected. Nine 
times out of ten pharyngitis is as- 
sociated with constipation. 
I wish I could get everybody to 
give heed to the digestion. Heart- 
burn, belching of gas, distress in the 
stomach, 
bloating, flatulence — all 


these are symptoms of neglect or of 
wrong eating. 


The' first thing to do when the 
throat feels irritated is to make surs 
the _ bowels are operating properly. 
Even though you have a prejudice 
against cathartics and violent meth- 
ods of emptying the colon, it is wisa 
to head off the symptoms of pharyn- 
gitis by getting rid of the waste 
products, which may be the source 
of the infection. 
Take a hot bath and get into a 


good sweat. Rub off with alcohol 
or cold water; go to bed in a well- 
ventilated and dark room. The next 
day you will be materially better. 
Turn over a new leaf—determine 
to rest more, to worry less and to 
eat properly. 
Then you will be 
guarding against future colds and 
impaired health.
